PAID $3,01)0,000 IN COMMISSIONS

Now York, Oct. 7.—Closing a week, 
overy day of which has pruduend a sen- 
cation that has stirred the country, the 
special legislative committee investi­ 
gating the methods of insurance com­ 
panies adjourned until Tuesday of next 
week. While other weeks of tho hear­ 
ing have had sensations, no previous 
week has had a sensation every day as 
the one that just concluded. 


On Wednesday, when President Mc­ 
Call, of the New York Life Insurance 
company, was on the stand, he heatedly 
declared that three-quarter« of the bills 
introduced into the legislatiures of tho 
suites of the Union were blackmailing 
measures, and on that ground he ex­ 
plained the necessity of maintaining 
the corps of attorneys. On Thursday 
counsel for the committee, Mr. Hughes, 
took another tack and called Robert 
H. McCurdy, general manager of tho 
Mutual Life Insurance company, and 
son of Richard A. McCurdy, president 
of that comparer, to testify as to the 
agency system of tho company, this 
feature of the business being under his 
Control. Wliilfl Mr. McCurdy was on 
the stand counsel for the committee 
brought out facts that changed the pre­ 
arranged course, and the result was the 
disclosure 
of 
the 
immense 
profits 
(nearly $3,000,000) derived from the 
commissions of the insurance business. 


In the last day’s testimony the sen­ 
sational 
development was when Mr. 
Hughes demanded the pay roll of the 
executive officers of the company. This 
was produced ahd showed the salaries 
of these officer's since 1877. For the 
year 1904 President McCurdy received 
$150,000; two vice presidents were paid 
$50,000 each; a second vice president, 
$17,500; the third vice president, $10,- 
000, and tho general manager $25,000, 
who this-year will receive $3P,000, and 
the treasurer $50,000. 


Robert McCurdy said he never knew 
the salary of his father until he heard 
it r*nd in the committee room. 
He 
thought, however, that there should be 
no limit to the salary of such positiQns, 
because they should be in accordance 
With the accumulations of the com­ 
pany. 


When asked {f it was ftny benefit to 
tie policyholder to increase the presi­ 
dent's 
salary, Mr. McCurdy said he 
thought the trustees had considered 
that when they increased the presi­ 
dent's salary. 
No increase, however, 
had ever been considered when he was 
present at the trustees’ meetings. 


Earlier in the day when Mr. McCurdy 
was on the stand Mr. Hughes tried to 
bring out why C. H. Raymond & Co. 
and the partners in that firm received 
largW emoluments from the business 
than any other agency. 


At one point in the day’s testimony 
much interest was manifested when the 
expenditures of the company were 
taken up. 
An auditor of the Mutual 
Life, Mr. Prillah, was on the stand, and 
he was asked as to the method of re­ 
cording the expenditures. It was gath­ 
ered that these were passed upon by 
an expenditure committee, of which 
Robert Oliphant was chairman. Three 
entries on the books of payments to 
Mr. Oliphant of $25,000 each were look­ 
ed into, but no information could be 
gleaned. JVIr. Prillah was asked about 
the $2500 campaign contribution to the 
Republican 
congressional 
committee 
which was disclosed, but ho said none 
had como under his observation.

THREE TRAINMEN 
KILLED IN WRECK

Thè injured mnn is Julius Lesh, en­ 
gineer, of Sunbury, whoso leg was 
crushed and body bruised. All the vic­ 
tims were married. 


The collision was between the fast 
No. is Erie mall train, west-bound, and 
a caboose and box car containing a 
load òf racp horses. 
The mail train 
was bound from Harrisburg to Erie. 
It was preceded out of Harrisburg by 
a fast freight rain which, owing to a 
heavy fog, lost some timo. The ca­ 
boose and box car accidentally un­ 
coupled at the junction of the Lylcens 
Valltfy branch, and the mail train over­ 
took them. Borrry and Ilendorshott 
weer in the caboose wfhen the crash 
came and were killed instantly. Fire­ 
man Scott, of the 
mail train, was 
hurled into the midst of the wreck 
atul also killed. Engineer Lesh, of the 
mail train, was ^thi'own under tho 
wreckage of his engine. After the col­ 
lision tho wreckage took fire, and the 
bodies of Berry and Hendershott were 
burned almost beyond recognition. 


The ppsoenror engine left the track 
’but did not upset. All the cars on the 
mail 
train 
remained' on the rails. 
There were 200 passengers on the 
mall express, but none were seriously 
hurt. A number were thrown into a 
panic until the full extent of the ac­ 
cident was known.

CANT HANG THIS MURDERER 


buffering From Oo3lfIcationF It Is Im­ 
possible to Break His Neck. 


Chicago, Oct. 10.—Because of a pe­ 
culiar freak of nature, Robert Gar­ 
diner, a prisoner in the county jail 
hore, charged with the murdor of Ag­ 
nes Morrison, may escape tho death 
penalty. 
When he was arraignod in 
court his attorney, William Buckner, 
startled the court by turning, to As­ 
sistant States ^ttorney Barbour and 
sa.Ving: “This is a case whore it won't 
do you any good to ask for the death 
penalty. They can’t break this man's 
neck If they do try to hang him and 
you may lose him altogether by hang­ 
ing him and failing to execute the sen­ 
tence in full/’ 
It appears that the 
prisoner is suffering from ossification 
of the vertebrae and tissues Of the 
neck. According to Professor Steffen- 
son, of Rush 
Medical College, only 
five cases similar have eVer come to 
the notice of the medical profession. 


Attorney Buckner declares that the 
hardening of bone and tissue has pro­ 
ceeded so far that It would bo impos­ 
sible to bring nay strain upon the pa­ 
tient’s neck that would be sufficiently 
severe to cause any discomfort other 
than a slight straining of the muscles.

son of Richard A. McCurdy, president 
of that compan^^, to tesiify as to tho 
ffgency 
system of tho company, this 
feature of the business being under his 
control. Whilp Mr. McCurdy was on 
the stand counsel for the committee 
brought out facts that changed the pre- 
arranged course, and the result was the 
disclosure 
of

immense 
profits 
(nearly $3,000,000) derived from the 
commissions of the insurance business. 


In the last day*s testimony the sen- 
sational 
development was when Mr. 
Hughes demanded the pay roll of the 
executive oiflcers of the company. This 
was produced atid showed the salaries 
of these officers since 1877. 
For the 
year 1904 President McCurdy received 
$150.000; tw^o vice preridents were paid 
$50,000 each; a second vice president,

the treasurer $50,000. 


Robert McCurdy said he never knew 
the salary of his father until he heard 
it iipnd In the committee room.

The ca- 
boose and box car accidentally im- 
coupled at the junction of the Lykens 
Vallerj' branch, and the mall train over- 
to<^k them. 
Dcrrry and 
Hendorshott 
wecr in the caboose when the crash 
came and were killed instantly, Firo- 
man 
Scott, of the 
mall train, was 
hurled into the midst of the wreck 
atid also killed. Engineer Lesh. of tho

QUESTION OF LININGS. 


Make a note that the question of 
color, which is of such serious import­ 
ance this season, has to be gone into 
even so far as regards linings, and 
many novel effects are obtained in 
consequence, even when the old-time 
materials are used, says the Washing­ 
ton Times.

spoonfuls baking powder. 
Flavor w i t h 
vanilla or lemon. 


Lentil Soup—Wash carefully one cup 
of lentils. 
Cook iu two quarts of boil- 
ing water for Jialf an hour, or until 
soft, and then drain the water. 
Rub 
through a strainer, add sufliclent hot 
milk to make the soup of the desired 
consistency, and season well w i t h salt 
and pepper. 


White House Cake—Beat very thor- 
oughlj'' together a cup and a half of 
sugar, half a cup of butter and tho

eggs; thou add two- 
thirds of it cup of milk, a little more 
than two cups of flue flour and a tea- 
spoonful of almond extract. 
Whip un- 
til light and frothy and bake in a mod* 
orate oven. 


Dlackberry Charlotte—Soak one-third 
of a- package of gelatine in a cu') of 
cold water for half an hour, 
Havo 
ready one pint of cream v/hipped to a 
stiff froth. 
Sift into it then a cupful of 
powdered sugar, add the gelatine and 
the juice of half a lemon. 
Stir in one 
pint of fresh blackberries, Avbich must 
be very ripe, and beat until stifi'. Servo 
ice cold with whipped cream on top. 


Green Mountain Buns—Mix a stiff 
batier out of three cups of milk, one of 
sugar and the necessary amount of 
fiour. 
Add a yeast cake. 
Let rise for 
half a day, then add one cupful' of 
molasses, one cupful of currants, a 
teaspoonful of cinnamon, one of soda, 
ono-haif of cloves, and a f u l l cup of 
melted butter; use sufficient flour to 
make a stiff batter iigain, allow it to 
rise over night and spread with xax/ 
egg wJiou baked. 


Cocoiinut Layer Cake — Cream one 
and a half cups of sugar and one-half 
cup of butter. 
Add a half cup of milk 
and one cup of freshly grated cocoa- 
nut. 
Sift in two cups of flour and two 
teaspoonfuls of baking powder. 
Fold 
in last the whites of fou.- eggs. 
Bake 
in layer tins. 
Spread with a soft Icing 
made by mixing tlie whites of 
two 
eggs and a cup of fresh, grated cocoa- 
nut with enough powdered sugar to 
make it stiff. 
A little orange or lemon 
rind grated is an improvement.

The Age of Steel. 


About 1890 
some 
railroads 
com­ 
menced to build 
small 
spans 
and 
plate girders of steel, and, for eye- 
bars, steel was 
almost 
exclusively 


used. At that time most of the roll­ 
ing mills, which had formerly manu­ 
factured wrought iron, were equipped 
with steel furnaces, but continued for 
some time to make both kinds of ma­ 
terial, until they found it more profit­ 
able to coniine themselves 
to 
the 
manufacture of structural steel only, 
and discontinued the manufacture of 
wrought Iron. In 1894 it was practi­ 
cally impossible to obtain wroughtiron 
shapes, and from that time forward 
steel 
entirely 
superseded 
wrought 
iron as the modern structural mater­ 
ial. The year 1894, therefore, may be 
considered as the commencement of 
the present epoch.—the Steel Age. 


Egypt Saved by Her Dam. 


The Assouan dam in 
Egypt 
has 


caved the cotton crop this year. 
The 


Nile this year is very late and low, 
the gauge showing three meters be­ 
low 30 years* average. 
The stored- 
up water assures the irrigation of 
the Delta and Middle Egypt, but large 
areas in Upper Egypt will remain 
unirrigated. 
The experience of this 
year will probably cause the 
con­ 
struction of another great reservoir 
already projected to be expedited—

About 1890 
somo 
railroads 
com- 
menced to build 
small 
spans 
and 
plate girders of steel, and, for eye- 
bars, steel was 
almost 
exclusively 


used.

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T he O rigin o f P ie. 


The early form of pie was undoubt­ 
edly a filing of meat, and meat which 
needed “the grinding of the teeth,” 
writes Ellen H. Richards in Good 
Housekeeping. 
In the sixteenth and 
seventeenth centuries meat was not 
often kept until tender. The result of 
the hunt was cooked and eaten at 
once, only a small portion being car­ 
ried away. When the guest was des­ 
cried on the neighboring bill, or when 
the sound of the horn announced his 
approach, the domesticated animal 
was killed? to appear on the table only 
a few hours later. Tender meat was 
not always possible, hence some foitn 
of serving which should remedy this 
and also which should eke out the 
oftentimes scanty supply would be­ 
come a popular one. Another advan­ 
tage was that the Ingredients of a 
meal were served all together and hot, 
or, if cold, the “pasty”, was still sa­ 
vory. 
The derivation of the word 
bears out this view. Gaelic “pigbiann,” 
Irish “pighe” or “plthan,” defined by 
the dictionary as “a dish consisting of 
a thin layer of pastry filled with a 
preparation of meat, fish, fowl, fruit or 
vegetables, seasoned, generally covered 
with a thicker layer of pastry and 
baked.” 
This applies to the earlier 
forms. An essential dish on Thanks­ 
giving in early New England days was 
the chicken pie of this description. 
Pot pie and beefsteak pie of the res­ 
taurant Burvive to remind us of. the 
ancient form.

R ed u cin g P ric e of C alcium . 


Metallic calcium by electrolysis has 
been produced by Prof. Borchers, of 
Aix-la-Chapelle, only after many fail­ 
ures. 
The perfected process is very 
simple, calcium chloride being the only 
compound used, and it gives promise 
of reducing the price of calcium from 
nearly $2,000 a pound to less than $1. 
The metal Is as soft as hard butter, 
rapidly oxidizing into lime on expos­ 
ure to air. 
As a reducing agent it 
would be useful in chemical research 
and organic synthesis, and possibly 
for freeing iron from sulphur and 
phosphorus.

THE RIGHT KIND OF EXERCISE. 


The woman who has “no time for re­ 
laxation and systematic exercise” is 
precisely the woman who most needs 
to take it. Rest, exercise, diet, amuse­ 
ment and work are of equal impor­ 
tance in the vast scheme of living If 
one would live sanely—that is, health­ 
fully. The old saying, “All work and 
no play makes Jack a dull boy,” Is 
perfectly true, and that all play and no 
work lias the same effect is equally 
correct. It is the wise adjustment of 
the proportion of each that makes for 
health. 


“I get all the exercise I need in going 
about my household duties,” many 
women assert, but that Is the greatest 
mistake possible. 


Under ordinary circumstances a few 
sets of muscles are called into activity, 
and the mind at the same time is fully 
occupied. For physical exercise to be 
helpful the mind should be at rest. 
A walk of twenty minutes’ duration in 
the open air is an absolute daily neces­ 
sity, and should be at a reasonably 
brisk pace. 


Deep breathing should be practiced 
on these walks until it becomes a fixed 
habit, A good plan is to Inhale slowly 
while taking seven steps, then exhale 
during seven. The mental application 
soon ceases to be necessary, and the 
walker almost unconsciously breathes 
in this way. Deep breathing is helpful 
in cases of insomnia also. 


The average woman takes too little 
care of her health until she loses It, 
and then she takes too much care of it 
with tonics and nostrums. She drinks 
two or three cupfuls of strong coffee 
for breakfast, eats meat three times a 
day, takes cakes and ices ad infinitum, 
and by the time she is thirty, or ear­ 
lier, has established a chronic dyspep 
sla that is guaranteed to last until her 
death. 


There are many more Illnesses from 
overeating than from overworking, and 
far greater danger to beauty.—New 
York News.

W teotion lias bad considera- 
O bio attention of late, two 
reports of committees bav-

ing been made public. 
Tbe 
first gives the results of the lightning 
.research committee» -which -was organ- 
jze<l some years ago by the Royal Insti- 
tute of British Architects and the Sur^ 
veyors* Association, -which deals prin- 
cipally with the protection of buildings. 
The second -was presented a t the re- 
cent meeting of the National Elo. trie 
Light Association, In Denver, by Alex 
Dow, and deals with the protection 
of electrical systems from lightning. 
"In neither report/' says the Electrical 
Review, "^s 
there 
any 
particularly 
novel suggestion, nor have the investi- 
gations brought to light any new phe- 
nomena. 
Previous 
recommendations 
are uphold by the new evidence secured 
by the members of the committees. 
The report of 
the British 
research 
committee is preceded by an introduc- 
tion prepared by Sir Oliver Lodge, a 
member of this committee. 
In this in- 
troduction Le considers two types of 
lightning stroke. 
The 
first, 
termed 
by him the A stroke, is one in which a 
direct discharge takes place from a 
charged cloud to the earth. 
This dis- 
charge is not particularly dangerous. 
To protect buildings from it, lightning 
rods are useful. The points of the rods 
may Indeed prevent a violent discharge 
by assisting in equalizing the potentials 
of the cloud and the eartb. 
Lightning 
rods, to be effective, must, however, 
be installed properly. 
They 
should 
offer ft path of least resistance for the 
discharge, yet the resistance of this 
path must not be too small. If the rod 
does pot form the path of least resist- 
ance, the discharge may leave it and 
find its way to ground through neigh- 
boring materials. On the otljer hand, if 
the resistance of the rod be too low, 
the discharge takes place through it too 
rapidly—almost explosively—and is lia- 
ble to set up induced or secondary dis- 
charges 
in 
neighboring 
conductors. 
The rod should be carried to the ground 
with as few bends as possible. 
Iron 
is a better material than copper, pro- 
vided atmospheric conditions are not 
,such as to vust it away too quickly. 


"The other, or B type of stroke, as it 
Is called, occurs when an uncharged 
cloud intervenes between the earth and 
the charged cloud. 
This Intervening 
cloud acts with the charged cloud as an 
electrical concienser. and when a dis- 
charge takes place between them, the 
charge upon the upper surface is neu- 
tralized. and that on the lower Gurface 
suddenly set free, and 
consequently 
throws a sudden strain in tlie dielec- 
tric" between the cloud and the earth, 
with the result that if a discharge 
takes place, it is apt to follow an er- 
ratic path. 
The effect of such strokes 
Is more serious than that of an A 
stroke, and lightni'^f rods offer but 
slight protection, 
h h o only way 
to 
protect the building from such strokes 
is to surround it by a cage of metal. 
I t is suggested that powder magazines 
be protected by a complete metallic 
sheathing; but even a metallic cage 
does not guarantee a building against 


lightning. 


"Lightning will sometimes prefer to 
tlnd its way to ground through the hot 
gases of a tall chimney, rather than 
through the red provided for it. 
It is 
suggested that this might be prevented 
by raising a number of rods well above 
the top of the chimney, 
connecting 
them to tile ground through vertical 
wires. 
It is recommended that all me- 
tallic parts of a bnliding be connee.;ed 
to good grounds: and although there 
Is no record of damage to tall steel 
frame structures, it would be desirable 
to provide a better earthing connec- 
tion than that usually obtained through 
the concrete foundation. 
The report 
suggests that 
the usual 
method of 
grounding 
conductors 
by means of 
large pldtes should be abandoned in 
favor of a ground obtained through a 
perforated steel spike driven into moist 
ground, and 
filled 
witii 
granulated 


charcoal (not coke), 


"The problem presented to eloctricnl 
engineers is in some ways even more 
troublesome 
than 
the protection 
of 
buildings from lightning, for in addi- 
tion to pr-ovlding a path for the dis- 
charge to ground, the lightning ar- 
rester must prevent the line current 
from following along the patli taken 
by the lightning. 
In addition, light- 
ning arresters used on electrical sys- 
tems arii frequently depended upon to 
protect the system from damage due 
to an unexpected happening 
taking 
place on its ovni lines. 
A short-circuit 
on a transmission line, or a sudden 
throwing off of a large load, may set 
up electrical oscillations which 
will 
cause an excessive rise of voltage, with 
danger of breaking down the iasulation 
of the elecmcal machinery. 
If 
the 
lightning arrester be adjusted so as 
to allow a discharge to take place if 
the voltage not only irpoi the lines to 


the ground, but 
between 
the lines 
fhcmselves, rises above a certain point, 
it will act as a safeguard. 
The engi- 
neer of a transmission system does not 
fear a direct stroke of lightning as 
much as induced or secondary strokes, 
or excessive potential duo to a static 
charge. A direct stroke will frequently 
lind its way to grouud through 
the 
poles, rather than pass back to the 
station over the lino. The polo may be 
shattered, but the system 
otherwise 
will be undamaged. 
A conducting line 
may, however, bo brought to a high 
potential by unsuspected causes—high 
winds, dust storms and other atmos- 
plieric occurrences—Avhich will throw 
a dangerous strain upon the electriml 
machinery. 


"To protect the system 
from tiiis 
danger the arresters must provide a 
path which can bo taken by the charge. 
Such a path is. in general, one of hi.c:1i 
resistance, and may be formed of a 
number of small air gaps, of water 
Jets or carbon rods, or a combination 
of such devices. 
In this country the 
greatest dependence is placed upon an 
arrester which combines a spark gap 
and a conductor of high 
resistance. 
The gap or gaps are proportioned so 
as to prevent arcing due to the line 
potential, but to allow an arc to he 
established if the voltage rises above 
a certain limit. 
Once this has hap- 
pened and an arc formed, the resist- 
ance of the gas is reduced, since heated 
air is a better conductor than cold air: 
and the line voltage will, in general, be 
sufficient to maintain an arc if means 
are not provided for breaking it. 
This 
may be brought about by blowing out 
the arc by an electro-magnet or by ar- 
ranging the path to ground in such a 
way that, after the arc has been es- 
tablished. the voltage across the spark 
gap falls so low that the arc can not 
persist." 


Ucedfi That LiTe, 


In 1801 the Archduke Charles was 
called to take command of the Army 
of Austria, which at the Battle of Ho- 
heniinden had I)een defeated by the 
French and Bavarians. Near the scene 
of action he met a number of wounded 
soldiers who had been abandoned on 
the road by their commander for want 
of horses to draw their carriages in the 
retreat. 


The Archduke, who on many occas- 
ions had shown his humanitj'. immedi- 
ately ordered the liorses to be taken 
from several pieces of cannon 
that 
were being hauled to the rear. 


"The life of one brave man is better 
worth preserving tlian fifty pieces of 
ordnance." he said. 


The abandoned guns fell into the 
hands of the French commander, who, 
when he heard of the motive that had 
prompted the .sacrifice, immediately or- 
dered tiie "Whole to be sent back to the 
gallant Archduke 
with 
his comi)ll- 
ments, observing that he should be un« 
worthy of being the opponent of his 
Imperial highness if he took advantage 
of so noble an 
act of 
humanity.—

Dealers in Pure Syrup to Compot« 


With Cheap Imitations. 


The Bureau of Forosiry has been 
studyhig 
the njaple sugar 
imlustry 
with the view of securing a larger use 
of the maple forests. 
Since ISTiO the 
ar^M 
of 
maple 
sugar 
farming 
liaa 
greatly changed and shrunk. In early 
days 
maple 
sugar 
was 
commonly 
made, even in many part of the fiouth, 
because cane sugar was virtually un- 
obtainable. 
There is no longer even a 
limited production In South Carolinn, 
Georgia, Alabama, Mississippi, Louisi- 
ana and Arkansas. 
This is because 
cane sugar can now be bought every- 
where at a low price, and is preferred 
to maple sugar for swcetentlug. 


In Indiana. Michigan and 
Illinois 
the maple trees have been extensively 
cut for i'uwlun'. thus reducing the op- 
portunity for tree-tapping. 
In those 
States also the markets are glutted 
with imitations, which remove tlie in- 
centive to extending the industry. 
In 
other States, however, as in western 
^laryland. West Virginia, Ohio, New 
York and in New England, the maple 
sugar industry has held its own or 
been increased. 


As a result of the study recently 
made definite directions for the man- 
agement and improvement of existing 
groves, and for the establishment of 
new ones in suitable localities and 
under different conditions, have been 
prepared and will soon be published. 
Many 
valuable 
data 
regarding 
the 
profit in making maple sugar were 
also collected. 
From these it appears 
that a farmer can easily clear about 
?3 an acre from a sugar SVOVQ. 
The 
expenses in this estimate are placed 
at a maximum; all the labor and haul- 
ing are charged in at market rates, 
though, as a matter of fact, the sugar 
season falls at a time when the farmer 
has little other employment for him- 
self or Ills horses. 


The most common substitutes used 
In the adulteration of maple sugar and 
syrup are other sugars and glucose. 
Much of the so-called maple syrup on 
the market Is nothing but a combina- 
tion of sweets, with a little maple mo- 
lasses added to give the maple flavor. 
There Is also a maple syrup which 
contains no maple at all, but the flavor 
Is obtained by adding to the compound 
an extract of hickory bark. 
This ex- 
tensive adulteration forces the pro- 
ducers of pure maple syrup to compete 
with cheap imitations. 
The price of 
their raw product is kept down, and 
the forests of maple are not as proiit- 
able to their owners as they otherwise 
mU^ht be.—Harper's Weekly,

thirds of a cup of milk, a little more 
than two cups of fine flour and a tea- 
spoonful of almond extract. 
Whip un- 
til light and frothy and bake in a mod- 
erate oven. 


Blackberry Charlotte—Soak one-third 
of a package of gelatine in a cun of 
cold "U'ater for half an hour. 
Have 
ready one pint of cream vrhlpped to a 
stiff froth. Sift into it then a ^cupful of 
powdered sugar, add the gelatine and 
tho juice of half a lemon. 
Stir in one 
pint of fresh blackberries, which must 
be very ripe, and beat imtil stliT. Serve 
Ice cold with whipped cream on top. 


Green Mountain Buns—Mb: a stllT 
batter out of three cups of milk, one of 
sugar and the necessary amount of 
flour. 
Add a yeast cake. 
Let rise for 
half a day, then add one cupful of 
molasses, one cupful of currants, a 
teaspoonful of cinnamon, one of soda, 
one-half of cloves, and a full cup of 
melted buiter; use sufficient flour to 
make a stiff batter again, allow it to 
rise over night and spread with raw 
egg wJien baked, 


Cocoanut Layer Cake —Cream 
one 
and a half cups of sugar and one-half 
cup of butter. 
Add a half cup of milk 
and one cup of freshly grated cocoa- 
nut. 
Sift in two cups of flour and two 
teaspoonfuls 0:^ baking powder.

Protection Against Lightning, 


Recent Attention to the Subject—Tlio Opinions 
of Sir Oliver Lodge—Two Kinds of Stroke, One 
Harmless, the Other Serious—The Problem 
Presented to Electrical Engineers.

•first gives tho results of the lightning 
.research committee, which was organ­ 
ized some years ago by the Royal Insti­ 
tute of British Architects and thc Sur­ 
veyors* Association, which deals prin­ 
cipally with the protection of buildings. 
The second was presented a t tho re­ 
cent meeting of the National Eh'« trie 
Light Association, in Denver, by Alex 
Dow, and deals with the protection 
of electrical systems from lightning. 
"In neither report,” says the Electrical 
Review, ":s 
there 
any 
particularly 
novel suggestion, nor have the investi­ 
gations brought to light any new phe­ 
nomena. 
Previous recommendations 
are upheld by the new evidence secured 
by the members of the committees. 
The report of the British research 
committee is preceded by an introduc­ 
tion prepared by Sir Oliver Lodge, a 
member of this committee. In this in­ 
troduction he considers two types of 
lightning stroke. 
The first, termed 
by him the A stroke, is one in which a 
direct discharge takes place from a 
charged cloud to the earth. 
This dis­ 
charge is not particularly dangerous. 
To protect buildings from it, lightning 
rods are useful. The points of the rods 
may indeed prevent a violent discharge 
by assisting in equalizing the potentials 
of the cloud and the earth. Lightning 
rods, to be effective, must, however, 
be installed properly. 
They should 
offer a path of least resistance for the 
discharge, yet the resistance of this 
path must not be too small. If the rod 
does pot form the path of least resist­ 
ance, the discharge may leave it and 
find its way to ground through neigh­ 
boring materials. On the other hand, if 
the resistance of the rod be too low. 
the discharge takes place through it too 
rapidly—almost explosively—and is lia­ 
ble to set up induced or secondary dis­ 
charges 
in 
neighboring 
conductors. 
The rod should be carried to the ground 
with as few bends as possible. 
Iron 
is a better material than copper, pro­ 
vided atmospheric conditions are not 
,suoh as to vust it away too quickly. 


“The other, or B type of stroke, as it 
1s called, occurs when an uncharged 
cloud intervenes between the earth and 
the charged cloud. 
This intervening 
cloud acts with the charged cloud as an 
electrical condenser, and when a dis­ 
charge takes place between them, the 
charge upon the upper surface is neu­ 
tralized, and that 011 the lower surface 
suddenly set free, and consequently 
throws a sudden strain in the dielec­ 
tric between the cloud- and the earth, 
with the result that if a discharge 
takes place, it is apt to follow an er­ 
ratic path. The effect of such strokes 
is more serious thau that of an A 
stroke, and lig h tn i^ rods offer but 
slight protection. 
frh e only way to 
protect the building from such strokes 
is to surround it by a cage of metal, 
•It is suggested that powder magazines 
be protected by a complete metallic 
sheathing; but even a metallic cage 
does not guarantee a building against 
lightning. 


“Lightning will sometimes prefer to 
tind its way to ground through the hot 
gases of a tall chimney, rather than 
through the red provided for it. It is 
suggested that this might be prevented 
by raising a number of rods well above 
the top of the chimney, connecting 
them to the ground- through vertical 
wires. It is recommended that all me­ 
tallic parts of a btillding be connected 
to good grounds: and although there 
is 110 record of damage to tall steel 
frame structures, it would be desirable 
to provide a better earthing connec­ 
tion than that usually obtained through 
the concrete foundation. 
The report 
suggests that the usual method of 
grounding 
conductors 
by means of 
large pldtes should be abandoned in 
favor of a ground obtained through a 
perforated steel spike driven into moist 
ground, and filled 
with 
granulated 
charcoal (not coke). 


“The problem presented to electrical 
engineers is in some wfays even more 
troublesome than the protection of 
buildings from lightning, for in addi­ 
tion to providing a path for the dis­ 
charge to ground, the lightning ar­ 
rester must prevent the line current 
from following along the path taken 
by the lightning. 
In addition, light­ 
ning arresters used on electrical sys­ 
tems are frequently depended upon to 
protect the system from damage due 
to an unexpected happening taking 
place on its own lines. A short-circuit 
on a transmission line, or a sudden 
throwing off of a large load, may set 
up electrical oscillations which will 
cause an excessive rise of voltage, with 
danger of breaking down the insulation 
of the electrical machinery. 
If the 
lightning arrester be adjusted so a« 
to allow a discharge to take place if 
the voltage not only from the lines to

of so noble an 
act of humanity.—

it will act: as a safeguard. 
The engi­ 
neer of a transmission system does not 
fear a direct stroke of lightning as 
much as induced or secondary strokes, 
or excessive potential due to a static 
charge. A direct stroke will frequently 
find its way to grouud through the 
poles, rather than pass back to the 
station over the line. The pole may be 
shattered, but the system otherwise 
will be undamaged. A conducting line 
may, however, bo brought to a high 
potential by unsuspected causes—high 
winds, dust storms and other atmos­ 
pheric occurrences—which will throw 
a dangerous strain upon tho electrical 
machinery. 


“To protect the system from this 
danger the arresters must provide a 
path which can bo taken by the charge. 
Such a path is, in general, one of high 
resistance, and may be formed of a 
number of small air gap», of water 
Jets or carbon rods, or a combination 
of such devices. 
In this country the 
greatest dependence is placed upon an 
arrester which combines a spark gap 
and a conductor of high resistance. 
The gap or gaps are proportioned so 
as to prevent arcing due to the line 
potential, but to allow" an arc to be 
established if the voltage rises above 
a certain limit. 
Once this has hap­ 
pened and an arc formed, the resist­ 
ance of the gas is reduced, since heated 
air is a better conductor than cold air; 
and the line voltage will, in general, be 
sufficient to maintain an arc if means 
are not provided for breaking it. This 
may be brought about by blowing out 
the arc by an electro-magnet or by ar­ 
ranging the path to ground in such a 
way that, after the arc has been es­ 
tablished. the voltage across the spark 
gap falls so low that the arc can not 
persist.” 


The Bureau of Foresuy has been 
studying the maple sugar iudustry 
with the view of securing a larger use 
of the maple forests. 
Since ISoO tho 
atv.i of maple sugar farming has 
greatly changed and shrunk. In early 
days 
maple 
sugar was 
commonly 
made, even in many part of the South, 
because cane sugar was virtually un­ 
obtainable. There is no longer even a 
limited production in South Carolinn, 
Georgia, Alabama, Mississippi, Louisi­ 
ana and Arkansas. 
This is because 
cane sugar can now be bought every­ 
where at a low price, and is preferred 
to maple sugar for sweetenting. 


In Indiana, Michigan and Illinois 
the maple trees have been extensively 
cut for lumber, thus reducing the op­ 
portunity for tree-tapping. 
In those 
States also the markets are glutted 
with imitations, which remove the in­ 
centive to extending the industry. 
In 
other States, however, as in western 
Maryland, West Virginia, Ohio, Now 
York and in New England, the maple 
sugar industry has held its own or 
been increased. 


As a result of the study recently 
made definite directions for the man­ 
agement and improvement of existing 
groves, and for the establishment of 
new ones in suitable localities and 
under different conditions, have been 
prepared and will soon be published. 
Many valuable data regarding the 
profit in making maple sugar were 
also collected. From these it appears 
that a farmer can easily clear about 
$3 an acre from a sugar grove. The 
expenses in this estimate are placed 
a t a maximum; all the labor and haul­ 
ing are charged in at market rates, 
though, as a matter of fact, the sugar 
season falls at a time when the farmer 
has little other employment for him­ 
self or Ills horses. 


The most common substitutes used 
in the adulteration of maple sugar and 
syrup are other sugars and glucose. 
Much of the so-called maple syrup on 
the market is nothing but a combina­ 
tion of sweets, with a little maple mo­ 
lasses added to give the maple flavor. 
There is also a maple syrup which 
contains 110 maple at all, but the flavor 
is obtained by adding to the compound 
an extract of hickory bark. 
This ex­ 
tensive adulteration forces the pro­ 
ducers of pure maple syrup to compete 
with cheap imitations. 
The price of 
their raw product is kept down, and 
the forests of maple are not as profit­ 
able to their owners as they otherwise 
m^ght be.—Harper’s Weekly.

About 1890 
some 
railroads 
com- 
menced to build 
small 
spans 
and 
plate girders of steel, and, for eye- 
bars, steel was 
almost 
exclusively 


used. 
At that time most of the roll- 
ing mills, which had formerly -manu- 
factured wrought iron, were equipped 
with steel furnaces, but continued for 
some time to make both kinds of ma- 
terial, until they found it more profit- 
able to confine themselves 
to 
the 
manufacture of structural steel only, 
and discontinued the manufacture of 
wrought iron. 
In 1894 it was practi- 
cally impossible to obtain wroughtiron 
shapes, and from that time forward 
steel 
entirely 
superseded 
wrought 
iron as the modern structural mater- 
ial. 
The year 1S94, therefore, may be 
considered as the commencement of 
the present epoch.—the Steel Age.

The Bureau of Forestry has been 
studying tlie maple sugar 
industry 
with the view of securing a larger use 
of the maple forests. 
i?lnce ISoO the 
area 
of 
maple 
sugar 
farming 
has 
greatly changed and shrunk. In early 
days 
maple 
sugar 
was 
commonly 
made, even in many part of the f^outh. 
because cane sugar was virtually un- 
obtainable. 
There is no longer even a 
limited production in South Caroliun, 
Georgia, Alabama, Mississippi. Louisi- 
ana and Arkansas. 
This is because 
cane sugar can now be bought every- 
where at a low price, and is preferred 
to maple sugar for swee tenting. 


In Indiana. Michigan and Illinois 
the maple trees have been extensively 
cut for lumber, thus reducing the op- 
portunity for tree-tapping. 
In those 
States also the markets arc glutted 
with imitations, which remove the in- 
centive to extending the industry. 
In 
other States, however, as in Avestern 
Maryland, West Virginia, Ohio, New 
York and iu New England, the maple 
sugar Industry has held its own or 
been increased. 


As a result of the study recently 
made definite directions for the man- 
agement and improvement of existing 
groves, and for the establishment of 
new ones iu suitable localities and 
under different conditions, have been 
prepared and will soon be published. 
Many 
valuable 
data 
regarding 
the 
profit in making maple sugar were 
also collected. 
From these it appears 
that a farmer can easily clear about 
$3 an acre from a sugar grove. 
The 
expenses in this estimate are placed 
at a maximum; all the labor and haul- 
ing are charged in at market rates, 
though, as a matter of fact, the sugar 
season falls at a time when the farmer 
has little other .employment for him- 
self or his horses. 


The most common substitutes used 
in the adulteration of maple sugar and 
syrup are other sugars and glucose. 
Much of the so-called maple syrup on 
the market is nothing but a combina- 
tion of sweets, with a little maple mo- 
lasses added to give the maple flavor. 
There is also a maple syrup -which 
contains no maple at all, but the flavor 
Is obtained by adding to the compound 
an extract of hickory bark. 
This ex- 
tensive adulteration forces the pro- 
ducers of pure maple syrup to compete 
with cheap imitations. 
The price of 
their raw product is kept down, and 
the forests of maple are not as profit- 
able to their owners as they otherwise 
might be.—Harper's WeekI3^
